During an interview with Mr. Mebane, he informed me that he had 
been a Boy Scout in Fresno, Calif- "Many years ago" and that prior 
to moving to Lewiston he had lived in Tuscon, Ariz, for one and 
one half years. He has never been a volunteer Scouter. He has 
been involved with the Big Brother's Program* He was referred to 
us by the Volunteer Bureau. 

On 9/13/87 I talked to Richard R. Harrington, Western Region 
Director, requesting the asistance of the Regional office in tracking
